TULLVTOWN. 


"Occasional" has broken loose again in 


one of the local papers. This paper, by 
the way, seems to have been unfortunate 
in its Tullytown correspondents. For 
number of years the public were regardec 
with effusions so wierd and bizarre, often- 
times unintelligible, that it was a relief 
when the present regular correspondent 
began to give the actual news of the day 
in these columns. 
But now comes "Oc 


sional" first, with his alleged public griev- 
ance, that in reality never was a public 
grievance, and then with his mock heroic 
appeal to the citizens to rouse themselves 
against the alleged aggressions of a mighty 
corporation. 
Perhaps "mock heroic" is 


not the proper appellation, for the writer 
evidently takes himself seriously, even 
if no one else does. In the intensity of 
his excitement the old school days must 
have come back and we can almost hear 
as we read his appeal the ancient appeal 
of Rienzi, "Rouse ye, Romans!" etc. 
Now to come down to the plain facts in 
the overhead bridge question. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company has desired 
for years to get rid of its grade crossings. 
It is to its interest, as well as that of the 
public, that all grade crossings should be 
abolished. The company presents a propo- 
sition that it believes to be a fair one, and 
it lies with the borough to accept it or re- 
ject it. If the matter ever comes up again 
nn opportunity must be given for all those 
directly interested in the proposed street 
changes to be heard from; and they will 
be heard. 
To nineteen-twentieths of the 


citizens of Tullytown, the matter is of no 
interest except so far as it effects the town 
generally. Whether forty thousand dollars 
worth of improvements, including a new 
and attractve station, and the abolition of 
two dangerous crossings, is not reasonable 
compensation for the disadvantages of the 
bridge nnd approaches is the only ques- 
tion in which they are interested. Per- 
haps, as Judge Briggs said in council when 
the matter was under consideration a year 
or two ago, "Providence may decide this 
question before it is settled in any other 
way. An accident may deprive some one 
of a friend or relative nnd produce a re- 
vulsion of public sentiment in favor of 
the proposed improvement."

But to return to "Occasoinal;" how 


dirleiently he looks at the matter from 
;he humanitarian light in which Judge 
Briggs viewed the question. "Occasional" 
wants the people of Tullytown to rouse 
themselves against this corporation, lest 
the raihoad company should steal the town 
ind carry it away some dark night in its 
capacious pocket. Can it be that "Occa-

.ed States? His incendiary "mock her- 
oics" are along the same lines, namely, 
appeals to class prejudices, and the stir- 
ring up of bitterness among tho laborers 
against the capitalists, their employers, 
the poor against the rich.

At a meeting held on Monday the 


County Commissioners considered 
the 


matter of the application of the New Jer- 
sey and Philadelphia Steet Railway Com- 
pany for the privilege of crossing the 
county bridge crossing the canal on Tren- 
ton avenue in the borough of Morrisville. 
It was decided that permission be given the 
said company to widcin the abutments on 
the north side of the said bridge for the 
purpose of building a bridge thereon for 
their trolley road on the following condi- 
tions: 


First. That the work shall be dono ac- 


cording to specifications to be submited to 
and approved by the board. 


Second. That the walls and other por- 


tions of the said bridge and the approach- 
es thereto, so far as used by said company, 
ihall be restored to their present condition 
md shall bo kept forever in repair by it. 


Third. 
The said company shall pay to 


the county of Bucks tho sum of one hun- 
dred dollars for the privilege of using the 
said walls. 


Fourth. That the said company shall 


keep the space between the tracks and 
for two feet on either side thereof, BO far 
as said track occupies the roadway, proper- 
ly macadamized. 


Fifth. That a bond, in the sum of $1000 


shall be given by the said railway company 
to the county of Bucks, with sufficient se- 
cuity, conditioned upon the carrying out 
of this agreement. 


Also in the matter of the application of 


the Yardley.Morrisville and Trenton Street 
Railway Company for permission to Brass 
the same bridge, it was decided to allow 
the company the use of the abutments on 
the south side of the bridge for the pur- 
pose of building a bridge thereon for 
their trolley load, on the same conditions 
as above specified, excepting that the com- 
pany shall pay the county of Bucks the 
sum of $200 for the privilege of using the 
walls.
